left cops ‘stumped’

WILMINGTON - "Behold, 
the Ice Man cometh!" said 
Town Manager Dean 
Cushing, in a special town 
meeting on Sept. 7, 1952. He 
was indulging in some self- 
deprecating humor using the 
title to a Eugene O"Neill play. 

Sometimes a bright idea 
just doesn't work out so well. 
The play was about a sales- 
man who unsuccessfully tried 
to reform a group of alco- 
holics in a New York flop- 
house. Cushing's idea was 
also a flop. The town meeting 
was about to vote on replac- 
ing his bright idea. 

Cushing had bought a half- 
ton Chevrolet panel truck for 
the Wilmington Police 
Department. He figured the 
cops would be able to carry 
ambulance patients, prison- 
ers, or whatever in the back. 

The truck came equipped 
with teardrop spotlights and 
a blue light on the roof. 
There were two seats in 
front, and an eight-foot open 
area in the back. 

It was painted with the word 
"Police" on the sides and on 
the back, across the two 
doors, which led Robert 
Moran to dub the vehicle "the 
Ice Wagon". Moran, who ran 
the gravel pit at the 
Wilmington - Woburn line, 
noticed that if one back door 
was open, the first part of the 
word police was obscured. He 
said his daughter called it, 
"Dick Tracy's Ice Wagon." 

The cops didn't like the 
vehicle or the comments. 
Officer George Shepard took 
the truck to the Woburn 
Court House, and a Woburn 
officer asked him for a dozen 
eggs. Even the drunks being 
forced into the back of the 
wagon made remarks. 

But it was George Dahl, 
cartoonist for the Boston 
Herald, who gave the cops 
the hardest time. Dahl drew a 
series of six cartoons. They 
were really funny, but the 
cops somehow failed to see 
the humor. One cartoon had 
the cops hiding behind a bill- 
board, in their truck, waiting 
for speeders. 

The Ice Wagon was used as 
a police cruiser for a year, 
and for the cops, it was a 
very long year. There were 
some memorable adventures, 
though.

There was the night when 
patrolmen George Shepard 
and Leo Markey tried to 
catch a 90 m.p.h. speedster. 
The two officers were cruis- 
ing late one evening near the 
Woburn line when a car sped 
by in the opposite direction. 
They turned around and went 
after it. They turned on to 
Eames Street, went over the 
railroad bridge, and then 
took a sharp turn onto 
Woburn Street. The truck - 
cruiser, which only had a six- 
cylinder engine, did its 
valiant best to keep up with 
the car, but its top speed was 
only about 70 m.p.h. The car 
went back into Woburn, up 
and over the old rickety rail- 
road bridge. In that city, it 
was known as the New 
Boston Street bridge. 

On the other side of the 
bridge, the car drove down a 
dirt road into an area where 
there were a lot of stumps. 
The cruiser went down the 
dirt road, too, in hot pursuit. 
But then it hit a stump. And 
there they were, Shepard and 
Markey, spinning around, as 
if they were on a merry-go- 
round. : 

It was quite a job to get the 
cruiser off that stump. A 
wrecker was called, but it 
couldn't get near the cruiser 
because of other stumps. 

The many bystanders who 
had gathered tried to lift the 
truck bodily, but it was too 
heavy. Someone suggested 
that they wait until the ice 
melted, whereupon the truck 
would be lighter, but the cops 
didn't see any humor in that 
remark.

wrecker to a point where he 
could winch the panel truck 
off the stump. Ducking down 
behind their coat collars, the 
two cops were towed back to 
the station. 

The September special town 
meeting had plenty of discus- 
sion, with nobody speaking in 
favor of keeping the panel 
truck. Bob Moran said the 
money that had been appro- 
priated for a cruiser had 
been wrongfully spent, and 
the selectmen let the manag- 
er do it, looking for some-

members. 

“It’s unconscionable to 
offer a plan that would 
have such a negative effect 
to a neighboring communi- 
ty, and we urge you to 
reject any such proposal,” 
Caira added. “[{Woburn] 
should take upon responsi- 
bility for handling [trucks] 
through the City of Woburn 
or upon a mutually agreed- 
upon route that does not 


hurt neighboring _ resi- 
dents.” 
Last month, Rebecca 


Brown, a traffic consultant 
hired by Woburn’s The 


.Dolben Company, told ZBA 


members that at least 60 
heavy trucks per day carry- 
ing fill from 1042 Main St. 
would access I-93 North 
through Wilmington, rather 
than heading down Main 
Street to the Route 38 
rotary — connecting to I-95. 

In particular, the property 
management company, 
which has an agreement to 
purchase the rights to the 
Chapter 40B development, 
wants trucks to exit Main 
Street in the opposite direc- 
tion towards Wilmington, 


turn onto Eames Street to 
access Woburn Street, and 
then use Lowell Street to 
get to the highway. 

According to Wakefield 
attorney Theodore 
Regnante, representing the 
applicant, though that 
Wilmington route would be 
the primary one used, his 
clients in no means were 
abandoning their rights to 
use alternate pathways to 
the highway via the Route 
38 rotary or Commerce 
Way’s connection to I-93. 

Caira argued that those 
alternate routes were the 
only acceptable ways for 
trucks, which will cart 
away somewhere in the 
vicinity of 400,000 cubic 
yards of fill from the site, to 
access the highway. 

“We will explore all legal 
means to oppose this proj- 
ect on the grounds that gen- 
eration of traffic onto resi- 
dential roads of 
Wilmington, when two 
other alternatives are read- 
ily available, is both unsafe 
and unwise,” said Caira, 
saying he has the full sup- 
port of Wilmington’s Board 
of Selectmen.

The town manager, point- 
ing out that heavy equip- 
ment has been prohibited 
from using Woburn Street 
between Eames and Lowell 
Streets, also contended that 
accepting the “preferred” 
option would violate an 
agreement between both 


municipalities. 
Specifically, the Town of 
Wilmington reportedly 


agreed to throw its support 
behind the restoration of 
the New Boston Street 
bridge — reopening a long- 
lost trucking route between 
the municipalities — in 
exchange for the city’s 
commitment to do its best 
to keep heavy vehicles — 
away from the residential 
portions of the town near 
North Woburn. 

“The Town of Wilmington 
and Woburn have long 
enjoyed a_ long-standing - 
inter-municipal _ relation- 
ship, where we work 
together cooperatively in 
areas of mutual concern,” 
said Caira, referring to the 
still unfunded New Boston 
Street bridge repairs as one 
instance of that bond.

To the editor: 

At the Woburn Board of Appeals meeting on July 18, one 
of my neighbors exhorted the Board to “do the right thing” 
and put an end to the ill-conceived and unnecessary proj- 
ect to turn North Woburn into a rock quarry for at least 2 
years, and then replace the mountain with an apartment 
complex. 

Residents were allowed to voice their concerns, and spent 
more than 2 hours, bravely stepping up, one after another, 
to plead with the board to stop the project. The board ulti- 
mately voted to extend the window for public comment 
until September 15 and provide a decision by October 15. 
The following is an open letter to the Board of Appeals: 

Members of the Board of Appeals: 

My husband and I attended the Board of Appeals meet- 
ing this week regarding the proposed North Woburn devel- 
opment project. Thank you for the opportunity to present 
our concerns to you and the members of the Applicant’s 
team. This was our first exposure to Woburn’s municipal 
government, and we were heartened to see the number of 
residents who understand that Woburn is what we make of 
it, and an engaged community is a strong community. 

Though many questions have already been asked and 
answered, it seems to me that one significant question 
remains: What is the probability that the contaminants in 
the Olin Superfund Site will leak into the groundwater sup- 
ply, or leech into new areas? 

Blasting can cause shifts in the underlying rock forma- 


tions in areas well beyond the blast site, so an expert opin- _ 


ion quantifying the risk of contamination due to blasting is 
a critical input for the board to make a fully informed 
decision. Please do not make your decision without this 
information. 

When you do make a decision, I hope that you are able to 
(as one of my neighbors exhorted) “do the right thing” and 
reject the project outright. However, I recognize that you 
may be forced to honor the existing permit. If so, you have 
a responsibility to mitigate the risks to the community as 
a whole by imposing conditions on the approval. I would 
suggest the following conditions: \ 

To assess and limit the risks of exposure to silica - rock 
dust that in its crystalline form is a known carcinogen and 
will be released in the process of blasting and processing 
the rock - the applicant must, at. its own expense, hire an 
auditor (selection to be mutually agreed by the board and 
the Applicant) to: 

¢ install dust collectors on site and in locations in con- 
centric rings surrounding the site at various distances up 
to 1 mile from the site 


* monitor the volume .and composition of samples col- ’ 


lected each month 

e immediately report to the City Solicitor if any samples 
are found to exceed limits deemed safe by either the EPA 
or MA DEP. 

The applicant must agree to halt all development work 
within 24 hours of a report of unsafe samples and to cease 
work until a safeguards are implemented (and certified by 
the auditor)’ to ensure that unsafe levels of carcinogens 
and pollutants will not contaminate neighboring proper- 
ties when development resumes. — 

If the probability of contamination due to blasting is 
above a threshold defined by the board (e.g., 25%), require 
that the applicant 

e submit a proposal that does not include blasting, or 
fund another escrow account to cover full costs to: clean 
up the contamination; compensate businesses for loss of 
rental income; compensate residents for diminished prop- 
erty values for those who need to move before the damage 
is remedied. 

e pay for an auditor to test the soil and water in and 
around the site periodically during construction (twice a 
year) and again upon completion. 

e if contaminants are detected, applicant must immedi- 
ately begin remediation and halt any work that is likely to 
increase the scope of contamination. 

e If no contamination is found 1 year after construction 
is complete, the funds may be released to the applicant. 

The city should not bear the risk of future lawsuits by 
residents who suffer health issues resulting from the site’s 
development. The adverse health effects from breathing 
silica dust may not be detected or properly diagnosed for 
decades, so the applicant must fund an escrow account to 
pay for health claims that emerge in the future. The fund 
should be large enough to cover issues from above: (air- 
borne pollutants) and below (contaminated soil and 
water). -If there are no claims in 30 years, the funds can 
be released to the applicant. 

The board should require that applicant directly com- 
pensate residents who are adversely affected by the work 
to develop the site. Examples of claims include 

e loss of rental income; 

e inability to work from home due to noise from blasting, 
processing, and hauling rock; 

e damage to existing structures from blasting; 

e inability to make full use of outdoor areas around one’s 
home due to noise, dust, increased traffic, or incursions of 
animal populations; 

e diminished property values for those who must sell dur- 
ing the construction phase. 

I continue to hope that the board decides to deny this 
project on the basis of the very real health and safety con- 
cerns posed by the proposed development. However, if the 
board must honor the existing 40B permit, I urge you to 
impose conditions to adequately compensate residents for 
their losses now, and to limit the city’s exposure should lit- 
igation arise in the future. I do not envy any of you in this 
process, and I sincerely appreciate your service to the 
city.

It has worked 16 
months to contain the costs in the legislation filed in 2006 
requiring all Massachusetts residents to obtain health insur- 
ance. 

The Massachusetts Municipal Association reports similar- 
ities in the House and Senate with pieces of the cost-con- 
tainment bill filed in 2010 by Governor Patrick. All would: 


e Establish benchmarks for health cost growth tied to 
growth rate of gross state product; 

¢ Move away from fee-for-service payment model; 

e Improve and expand use of technology and medical 
records; 

¢ Create uniform medical information forms; 

¢ Reform medical malpractice laws; : 

e Enhance transparency in health care system. 


These provisions will survive the Joint Committee which 
will call for the establishment of accountable care organi- 


zations, groups of doctors spearheaded by a primary care 
physician, global payments, a set dollar amount designated 
for the treatment of each patient, and other options for 
providers to move away from the fee-for-service model. 

The major difference is what benchmarks to use for ae 
growth of annual health care cost. The House limits health 
cost growth to %% below growth’in the gross state product. 
The Senate’s target is the gross state product + 1%. 
Business groups such as Associated Industries of 
Massachusetts believe waste could be eliminated and costs 
contained at gross product minus 2% in three years - willh- 
out negatively impacting the workforce. 

Bottom line: if passed, a compromise bill could save $160 
billion over the next 15 years, reducing an average family 
plan $2,000 annually within five years; however, these cost 
containment measures could bring major layoffs in a key 
Massachusetts industry. ‘

BOSTON (AP) — Gov. 
Deval Patrick is weighing 
his options as he considers 
what to do with a sentencing 
overhaul sent to him by law- 
makers last week. 

The bill aims to crack 
down on habitual offenders 


by barring parole after a‘ 


third violent crime. The 
measure also reduces some 
mandatory minimum sen- 
tences imposed on non-vio- 
lent drug offenders. 


Patrick described the bill 
on Tuesday as good, but not 
great. But he told reporters 
he has not decided whether 
to sign the measure, veto it, 
or send it back to lawmakers 
with amendments. 

The legislative 
ends next Tuesday. 

The governor said he'd 
prefer the so-called "three 
strikes" provision include 
flexibility for judges to allow 
parole for three-time felons

in limited cases. He's also 
seeking a commitment from 
lawmakers for further sen- 
tencing reform next year. 

The legislation was 
prompted in part by the 
murder of Woburn Police 
Officer John Maguire, a 
Wilmington resident, who 
was shot to death in 
December 2010 by a career 
criminal during a robbery at 
Kohl’s department store in 
East Woburn. 


Dominic Cinelli, who was 
shot and killed by Maguire, 
had been granted parole.

Allegedly stole a bike to ride home from hospital 


WINCHESTER - A Wilmington man was 
arrested Saturday night and charged with 
breaking and entering in the night with the 
intent to commit a felony, larceny over $250 
and receiving stolen property.

For ‘Ledges at Woburn’ project... 


North Woburnites ‘petrified’ 
of likely safety, health risks

WOBURN - Local residents 
turned out in droves at the 
last meeting on the Ledges 
at Woburn project, insisting 
that the housing develop- 
ment would cause serious 
nuisances, endanger chil- 
dren, and generate a host of 
health concerns. 

For the first time since the 
city’s Zoning Board of 
Appeals (ZBA) began con- 
sidering in March a modi- 
fied comprehensive permit 
request for the 168 dwelling 
units at 1042 Main St., abut- 
ters got their first real 
chance to voice at-length 
their objections to the peti- 
tion. 

ZBA members agreed in 
June to open-up the recent 
meeting to local. residents 
first, since many observers 
had complained that con- 
sultants for the petitioner, 
Woburn’s The _ Dolben 
Company, had hogged up 
time by putting on regular 
two-plus hour presentations 
on the proposal. . 

“These hearings go on for 
hours and by 10:30 p.m. or 11 
p.m., people are exhausted 
and want to go home,” said 
ZBA member Margaret 
Pinkham, explaining the 
rationale for letting resi- 
dents speak at the outset of 
the public hearing. 

Pinkham would later 
implore the standing-room 
only crowd, which at-times 
backed up into the City Hall 
lobby area and hallway out- 
side of council chambers, to 
speak specifically to any 
health or public safety con- 
cerns. 

According to North Maple 
Street resident Joyce Russis, 
a veteran teacher at the 
nearby Altavesta School, the 
site preparation work, which 
will entail the blasting, 
removal, and transport of 
about 418,000 cubic yards of 
fill, will without a doubt 
pose issues for area pupils. 

In particular, Russis 
argued that children would 
be imperiled while walking 
to school past the site, where 
at least 60 heavy trucks will 
be carting debris away in an 
area where many sidewalks 
are in poor condition. 

“The state has been neg- 
lectful in maintaining our 
section of [Route] 38,” said 
the North Maple Street resi- 
dent, who is even more wor- 
ried about pedestrian access 
being further impeded dur- 
ing the winter months. 

“We don’t have adequate 
sidewalks and the children 
and parents will be walking 
past this site. You’re talking 
about heavy trucks, bad 
weather, and‘ the state’s 
inability to maintain a 
decent pathway for the chil- 
dren of Woburn,” she fur- 
thered. 

The teacher also worried 


about likely impacts on 


learning from noise associ- 
ated with the earthworks 
removal, which Dolben 
Company consultants pre- 
dicted would take at least a 
year — and that estimate 
was made when only 200,000 
yards of fill was proposed to 
be processed. 

According to Russis, the 
constant noise could prove 
especially troublesome for 
some special needs students, 
like those on the Autistic 
spectrum with sensitivity to 
external stimuli. 

Currently, the Altavesta, 
already near capacity, is 
home to several of the dis- 
trict’s special education pro- 
grams for elementary school 
students. 

Sharing those sentiments, 
Main Street resident Linda 
Crow told ZBA members 
that her family members 
suffered from a serious of 
health issues, including her 
14-year-old Autistic son. 

“I had to quit my job eight 
years ago to get him the 
right help. Now, he’s doing 
awesome, and I’m petrified 
that with this noise, it’s all 
going to backfire,” the moth- 
er-of-two commented. 
“After a while, the same 
sound going off can set him 
off.” 

The North Woburn resident 
also worries about the pro- 
ject’s impacts on her hus- 
band, who works nights and 
has sleep apnea, and her 
second child, who suffers 
from asthma that might 
worsen with the release of 
dust and debris into the 
atmosphere. ° 

Robert McConnell, also of 
Main Street, subsequently 
warned that abutters work- 
ing overnight shifts could 
have their routine greatly 
disrupted, as was the case 
for him while the Lowe’s 
Home Improvement store 
was being built across from 
the Woburn Mall. 

McConnell also insisted 
that the abutting roadways, 
especially Route 38, were 
already bursting at near 
capacity, with neighbors fre- 
quently experiencing diffi- 
culty in getting out of their 
own driveways. 

“When Lowe’s opened up, 
they had 100 trucks going by 
our house everyday. I 
worked nights at the time, 
and I could never sleep 
because there was so much 
noise and dust,” he said. 

According to Linda Ahern, 
her husband, a_ recently 
retired Vietnam War veter- 
an diagnosed with Post 
Traumatic Stress Disorder, 
will also likely be triggered 
by the sounds of constant 
dynamite blasts being set 
off, never mind the clatter of 
grinding machinery and 
excavation equipment. 

Mountain Street resident 
Tasha Vincent is also con- 
cerned about noise being 
generated from the site, 
since she mostly works from

home and needs to be able to 
place regular business calls 
without interruption. 

According to Vincent, who 
is disabled and bound to a 
wheel chair, being unable to 
work because of project-gen- 
erated noise would be a dev- 
astating blow. 

“Tt would definitely make it 
difficult for me to keep my 
job, if I couldn’t speak on 
the phone because of con- 
stant blasting, trucks going 
by, etceteras. Frankly, I’m 
limited in the things I can 
do, so I get quite a lot of sat- 
isfaction from my job,” she 
remarked. 

Vincent’s husband Curt 
further argued that besides 
the inconvenience of noise, 
he and his wife may be 
forced to remain indoors to 
avoid the health hazard 
posed by silica dust. 

Silica dust, which is 
released into the air when 
quartz is ground-up or exca- 
vated by heavy equipment, 
has been shown in some 
studies to cause chronic res- 
piratory illnesses that can- 
not be treated due to the 
nature of the mineral. 

The presence of quartz on 
the site has been a bone of 
contention between ZBA 
members and Richard Groll, 
a seismologist retained by 
The Dolben Company to 
speak about how noise could 
be limited during the grind- 
ing of materials on-site, as 
well as the nature of the 
ledge on the site. 

In particular, ZBA member 
John Ryan, III, referring to 
charts prepared by Groll 
that specifically referenced 
quartz, challenged the con- 
sultant last month about his 
contention that the presence 
of the mineral was limited at 
the site. 

While Groll insisted that 
the quartz mentioned only 
contains a trivial amount of 
material that could release 
silica, members of the pub- 
lic continue to raise the 
issue to ask who will be 
liable, should children and 
neighbors become ill years 
from now. 

“When we talk about dust, 
we’re not talking about a 
problem like pollen. We’re 
talking about crystalline sili- 
ca,” Vincent’s husband 
warned. “This often comes 
about from quartz that com- 
prises bout 12 percent of the 
earth’s crust. Any time we 
do excavation, let alone 
blasting or grinding of stone, 
that silica is released into 
the atmosphere.” 

“Studies have shown that 
even people without breath- 
ing issues can still get them 
[if exposed to the dust]. We 
don’t want to see this 
become another superfund 
site or end up in litigation 
after people become sick,” 
the Mountain Street resident 
concluded.

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the initiative in earnest. 

Wood said she spoke with 
libraries “from Boston to 
Cape Cod.” 

“You always learn from 
every phone call,” Wood 
said. 

And Wyant contacted vari- 
ous vendors. 

Stewart pointed out that 
the library was fortunate to 
have a _ budget. They 


réeeived a $10,000 donation. 


from the Wilmington Rotary 
Club, while the Friends of 
the Library raised money 
and some state aid was 
granted. 

“We had at least $15,000 - 
$20,000 to work with,” 
Stewart said. 

They ultimately uncovered 
a-non-profit group, Lyrasis, 
which supports libraries. 
The group offered the tools 
they needed. 

“They had a_ webinar,” 
Wyant said, an online class 
that featured projects that 
they wanted to undertake. 

Lyrasis, too, offered them a 
“steep discount” via their 
partner vendor. 

“It made it affordable to go 
forward,” Wood said. 

The Library is hosting the 
digital archives on-site, 
which they said might be 
unprecedented. But it was 
also a cost-saving initiative. 

“It would be pretty stable if 
we could do it here and it 
would save a lot of money,” 
Wyant said. 
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Wood described this as 


Wyant’s “light bulb 
moment.” . 
Drupal, an open-source 


program, was utilized not 
only to host the archives, but 
also develop their new web- 
site. Wyant’s technological 
expertise again came in 
handy. He designed the 
newly-launched archives. 

“We could not have done 
this project without Curtis,” 
Stewart said. 

Stewart said that they had 
to get permission to host the 
back issues. So, they spoke 
with Peter Haggerty, the 
publisher of the Daily Times 
Chronicle, the parent com- 
pany of the Town Crier. They 
also spoke with Stu Neilson, 
who is the Managing Editor 
of the Crier. 

After initial concerns about 
copyright were alleviated, 
they were granted permis- 
sion to move forward with 
the project. 

“We’re certainly apprecia- 
tive” of Peter and Stu, 
Stewart said. 

She said that this is impor- 
tant to Wilmington’s local 
history—access to which she 
said has “certainly 
improved.” 

But it is also important to 
Neilson and his brother, 
Larz, who is the retired edi- 
tor of the Crier. 

“l’ve been wanting to do 
something like this for 
years,” said Stu, calling the 
project a “tremendous load” 


oe 


off his shoulders. 

He said that this will help 
with preservation of some of 
the older issues. 

Larz agreed. 

“It’s something that really 
needed to be done,” the elder 
Neilson said. “It’s a chal- 
lenge, but it’s worth it.” 

He said he was pleased to 
have the paper on digital for- 
mat, and he praised the ease 
with which one may search 
the database. 

He waxed nostalgic when 
discussing the paper. It was, 
after all, founded by his 
father, Captain Larz Neilson. 

“When we first started, I 
was nine years old,” he said. 

“It’s funny for me to look at 
the back issues, because I 
know so much of the back- 
ground,” he added. 

Stewart said that the 
library will also attempt to 
archive videos, other publi- 
cations, and local history 
books. They hope to make 
the facility a centerpiece of 
community.

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Violent storm knocked out power 
1,000 were out in Wilmington

WILMINGTON - A fast mov- 
ing storm last Wednesday 
made for a scary afternoon 
for residents of eastern 
Massachusetts with flash 
flood warnings, lightning 
strikes, and downed trees and 
power lines. Reading 
Municipal Light Department 
battled outages across. its 
service area. 

According to Operations 
Manager Kevin Sullivan, 
“Shortly after 1 pm yesterday, 
RMLD experienced wide- 
spread outages in the four

brought with it significant 
lightning strikes resulting in 
wires down in many areas.

Peterson adjusts to 
professional baseball

Boston Red Sox ace pitcher 
Jon Lester is struggling 
right now. In fact, experts 
say it’s his mechanics which 
are off, the big reason why 
he gave up 11 earned runs 
the other day. Like Lester, a 
southpaw, Stephen Peterson 
knows all about struggling 
with mechanics, but the 
Wilmington native corrected 
his and is in the middle of a 
very solid season pitching 
for the Wisconsin Timber 
Rattlers, the Single-A 
Affiliate of the Milwaukee 
Brewers. 

The Rattlers recently fin- 
ished up a superb first half 
of the season, finishing in 
first place which guarantees 
the team of a playoff spot. 
Over this past week, the 
team has struggled a bit, 
losing 8-of-10 including five 
in a row, but Peterson is on 
a terrific role as of late and 
he said that’s all due to cor- 
recting some flaws in his 
mechanics. 

“It’s been tough at times 
bécause it’s been a transi- 
tion for me to be a bullpen 
guy,” he said in a phone 
interview last Wednesday 
afternoon. “I was a starter 
in college, and now adjust- 
ing to the bullpen at times 
I’ve been trying to do too 
much, especially since I 
haven’t been pitching as 
much. There’s been times 
when I tried to blow batters 
away and that’s not me. ’m 
much more of a contact 
pitcher. When I try to do too 
much, I’m off center and I 
was (off) and my mechanics 
were all off. 
=-“So my pitching coach 
{David Chavarria) took me 
aside and we headed down 
to the bullpen to work things 
out. We worked on my deliv- 
ery for two to three weeks. 
We got into a throwing pro- 
gram and now I’m _ not 
falling over (in my delivery) 
and the last four or five 
times out, it feels right and 
it’s really a difference of 
night and day from the start 
of the season. It’s been a big 
difference and once you 
realize that, you start throw- 
ing (the way you are sup- 
posed to) again.” 

This past week, Peterson 
pitched in two games, the 
first a two out appearance 
on July 18, followed up by a 
sensational 3.2 scoreless out- 
ing on the 22nd. Currently he 
has appeared in 23 games 
out of the pen and has a 3-2 
record with two saves and a 
3.55 ERA. In 38 innings, 


Peterson has given up 27 
hits, 15 earned runs, one 
home run, while walking 24 
and striking out 33. 

“He’s doing pretty good,” 
said Chavarria, also in a 
phone interview. “He started 
out alright, hit a little tail 
and has been outstanding 
lately. He fell into having 
some mechanical problems 
and we have corrected those 
and he’s been back on track 
ever since. He was just com- 
ing out of his delivery too 
early and we needed to get 
his front side direction back 
towards home plate. He 
worked very hard in the 
bullpen on improving his 
mechanics and he’s been 
right on target.” 

Peterson, who stands in at 
6-3, 210 pounds and wears 
No. 22, features three pitch- 
es, including his fastball that 
reaches about 90 and 91 
miles per hour. 

“He has three pitches, fast- 
ball, curveball and change- 
up,” said Chavarria. “His 
two best pitches are his fast- 
ball and curveball, especial- 
ly his curveball to left hand- 
ed batters. That’s the big 
thing he is learning is when 
to throw the breaking ball to 
left handed hitters and when 
to throw different pitches 
and in different situations 
and different counts. He’s 
not showing his breaking 
ball too early which I think 
opens the door for him later 
on in counts and he has done 
a good job with that.” 

Peterson signed with the 
Brewers last June as a non- 
drafted free agent. He fin- 
ished 1-2 with a 3.00 ERA in 
14 games during a shortened 
Rookie Ball season. This 
year he made the jump to 
Single-A, and he was asked 
about the differences from 
going from college, to rookie 
ball and now to Single-A. 

“Obviously every level you 
get too, the hitters are better 
and they are smarter,” he 
said. “You have to learn a 
lot more and you do learn a 
lot more. You learn the dif- 
ferent approach each hitter 
has and you try to watch 
that during games. You 
can’t just go on your fastball 
to get guys out. You have to 
learn how to pitch to get 
guys out. Sometimes you 
don’t want or need the 
strikeout, so you want the 
hitter to make contact and 
put the ball in play. 

“It’s a grind and that’s the 
way you can describe a full 


season. We have played - 


almost one hundred games 
right now and we still have 


forty left, and you definitely 
feel it mentally and physi- 
cally, but I do feel like I’m in 
the best shape that I’ve ever 
been in. When you get into 
your routines, throwing that 
day, you try to keep your 
body in mind and you know 
what you have to do.”

the season, the Rattlers 
were very successful, and 
even though the team has hit 
a snag of late, the team still 
sports a 57-42 overall record.

Walk-in humidors 
must be located immedi- 
ately adjacent to the 
cash register so as to 
prevent access without 
age verification. A Com- 
mercial Roll-Your-Own 
(RYO) machine is a me- 
chanical device, by 
whatever manufacturer 
made and by whatever 
name known, that is de- 
signed to roll and wrap 
tobacco into products. 
The following shall apply 
to Commercial RYO ma- 
chines: 
8.10.1 A Commercial 
RYO machine must be 
operated from within a 
locked area or have a 
lockout device on the 
machine to be unlocked 
by a store employee.

By that time, he hopes he’s a part of a championship squad, and he 
also hopes that his journey to the big leagues continues up the ladder.

The Ipswich River Watershed 
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Association hires new 


Executive Director 


By PAUL FEELY 


An organization dedicated to preserving the vitality of a 
local river will get a new look later this year. 

The Ipswich River Watershed Association has chosen Wayne 
Castonguay as its next Executive Director, beginning in 
September. Castonguay will succeed Kerry Mackin, who has 
led IRWA for nearly 20 years. The Watershed Association is a 
non-profit organization that works to restore the Ipswich River 
to health and protect clean water for people and nature. 

The Ipswich River winds 45 miles from Burlington to Plum 
Island Sound in Ipswich. Its 155-square-mile watershed encom- 
passes all or part of 21 communities. The river has been an eco- 
nomic and ecological asset within northeastern Massachusetts 
since pre-colonial times, supporting productive fisheries and 
shellfish beds, and for over a hundred years has powered ship- 
builders, tanneries, and textile mills. The river and its aquifers 
are also a critical source of drinking water for hundreds of 
thousands of people who live both within and outside of the 
watershed’s boundaries. 

According to IRWA President Peter Phippen, the Board of 
Directors engaged in a rigorous search and had a number of 
excellent, highly qualified candidates; but Castonguay’s exten- 
sive experience in both watershed and non-profit management, 
combined with his deep knowledge of the Ipswich River and the 
region, made the choice very easy. 

“Wayne Castonguay is a seasoned leader with the knowl- 
edge, skills and temperament necessary for the position, and 
has experience working with the constituencies needed to effec- 
tively lead IRWA," said Phippen. "Perhaps most importantly, 
_.he has passion and vision about restoring and protecting the 
Ipswich River.” 

Castonguay is a life-long resident of Ipswich with extensive 
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experience in protecting and managing natural resources. He 
has worked for The Trustees of Reservations, a statewide non- 
profit, for the past 14 years, first as Regional Ecologist and 
then as the General Manager of Appleton Farm, one of the 
Trustees flagship reservations. 

Most recently, he has served as director of the Trustees’ 
statewide Agriculture Program. Previously, Mr. Castonguay 
worked for 10 years as a Biologist for the Massachusetts 
Division of Marine Fisheries, during which time he was 
involved in many coastal fisheries projects. He is also a tireless 
volunteer for the~Town of Ipswich, having served on the 
Conservation Commission, Open Space Committee, Shellfish 
Advisory Board, Coastal Pollution Committee and Stormwater 
Management Committee. 

He has also served as a Board member, technical advisor 
and volunteer for IRWA, assisted Salem Sound Coastwatch and 
co-founded the Great Marsh Coalition and the national Farm- 
based Education Association, which promotes children-in- 
nature education. Castonguay has degrees in Wildlife and 
Fisheries Biology and Biological Oceanography.

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“THE DARK KNIGHT RISES” 


“THE DARK KNIGHT RISES?’ is the third movie 


in director Christopher Nolan’s Batman trilogy. 
It’s not a bad movie, but the problem is it has to 
follow “The Dark Night” - a film that is considered 
by many to be the best superhero movie ever. 


“THE. DARK KNIGHT 
RISES” 
GRADE: *** 


“The Dark Knight Rises” 
isn’t a bad movie. Not at 
all. In fact, if it could stand 
alone, it would be consid- 
ered one of the better 
superhero movies to come 
along in years. 

The problem is it has to 
follow ‘The Dark Knight’, 
the second film in director 
Christopher Nolan’s 
Batman trilogy - and a film 
that is considered by many 
to be THE best superhero 
movie ever made. The new 
film fails to stand up, or 
stand out, from the long 
bat-caped shadow projected 
by its predecessor. 

It has been eight years 
since Batman vanished into 
the night at the end of ‘The 
Dark Knight’, turning, in 
that instant, from hero to 
fugitive. Assuming the 
blame for the death of D.A. 
Harvey Dent, the Dark 
Knight (Christian Bale) 
sacrificed everything for 
what he and Commissioner 
Gordon both hoped was the 
greater good. 

For a time the lie 
worked, as criminal activi- 
ty in Gotham City was 
crushed under the weight of 
the anti-crime Dent Act. 
But everything has now 
changed with the arrival of 
a cunning cat burglar with 
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a mysterious agenda, and 
the more dangerous Bane, a 
masked terrorist whose 
ruthless plans for Gotham 
drive Bruce Wayne out of 
his self-imposed exile. But 
even after he dons the cape 
and cowl again, Batman 
looks like he’s no match for 
Bane. 

“The Dark Knight Rises” 
is the third film in Nolan’s 
series. Fans have been con- 
cerned for months that, as 
with some other movie fran- 
chises (the “Alien” saga, for 
example, or the third in the 
“Spider-Man” series), the 
third film might not hold up 
against the standard of its 
predecessors. 

The worries were, in 
part, warranted. 

As stated above this 
“Knight” conquers, in its 
depth, in its character 
development and in its 
dark, somber tone. Eight 
years after the second film, 
Bruce Wayne is portrayed 
as a pensive, sorrowful her- 
mit, tended to by his loyal 
butler Alfred (Michael 
Caine), who comforts him 
as Wayne mourns the loss of 
his true love from years 
ago. Wayne is older, both in 
body and in soul. He is not 
the man he! used: to be, and 
it’s nearly impossible to see 
the Wayne who created 
Batman in this shell of his 
former self. 

But Bane (Tom Hardy) is 


' wreaking all kinds of havoc, 


and he has a particular

agenda beyond the chaos he 
creates. Lucius Fox 
(Morgan Freeman) is once 
again on hand and on 
Batman’s side, and young 
detective John Blake 
(Joseph Gordon-Levitt) also 
assists Batman in his quest 
to thwart Bane. The motives 
of cat burglar Selina Kyle 
(Anne Hathaway) are diffi- 
cult to determine. 

The action scenes are 
well-done, especially those 
in which Batman takes on 
Bane. (Of course Wayne 
dons the suit again. Was 


there any doubt?) Fans of . 


the many vehicles depicted 
in the Batman comics will 
love the thunder of The Bat 
and its sibling mode of 
transportation, The 
Batcycle. 

I won’t spoil the end, but 
it ill packs a tremendous 
“Wow!” factor. 

Maybe "The Dark Knight 
Rises” should be reviewed 
as a stand alone film. As 
such, it’s very good. The 
problem is it is forever 
interconnected with two 
other movies, so it almost 
has to be compared to those 


‘ films, and by doing so also 


compare its performances 
to them. 

In this context, “The 
Dark Knight Rises” is a bit 
of a disappointment. It’s a 
good movie, and compared 
to the dozens of comic book 
movies over the decades, 
it’s a fine effort. But com- 
pared to its far superior 
predecessor, it’s a bit of a 
letdown. 

“The Avengers” is still 
my pick as the best super- 
hero flick of 2012. 


“TED” 
GRADE: *** 


If you want to laugh, see 
‘Ted’. It’s one of the best, 
and funniest, comedies to 
come along in a long time.. 

There is “no--shame.in 
wholeheartedly recom- 
mending this movie about a 
man's friendship with the 
teddy bear that miraculous- 
ly came to life when he was 
a boy. 

That’s the basic plot 
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behind "Ted," the feature- 
film debut of "Family Guy" 
mastermind Seth 
MacFarlane, in which 
young, friendless John 
Bennett (Mark Wahlberg) 
makes a Christmas wish 
that gives him a best friend 
for life. This walking, talk- 
ing stuffed animal becomes 
a media sensation, but 27 
years later, Ted (voiced by 


‘MacFarlane, doing a slight 


variation of "Family Guy's" 
Peter Griffin) has gone 
from trading quips with 
Johnny Carson on "The 
Tonight Show" to being the 
obnoxious roommate a 35- 
year-old John (Mark 
Wahlberg) just can't bring 
himself to get rid of, even 
though the bear's presence 
obviously is wearing on his 
relationship with Lori (Mila 
Kunis), his girlfriend of 
four years. 

MacFarlane, who direct- 
ed and co-wrote the screen- 
play with "Family Guy" 
writers Alec Sulkin and 
Wellesley Wild, infuses 
"Ted" with an energy simi- 
lar to what he brings to the 
small screen, with a hand- 
ful of cutaway flashbacks, 
abundant pop culture refer-' 
ences, an epic night of par- 
tying with "Flash Gordon" 
(1980) star Sam Jones and a 
brawl presented with inten- 
sity. 

He couples that with 
what is, for him, a new level 
of maturity. "Ted" has a 
sweet emotional core once 
you've burrowed through 
the R-rated humor, a real 
story of friendship - it just 
so happens that one of the 
characters is a stuffed ani- 
mal. 

Ted himself is a visual 
effects marvel, created in 
part through a motion-cap- 
ture performance by 
MacFarlane. Though he's 
not as immediately atten- 
tion-grabbing as Gollum or 
the ape Caesar from "Rise 
of the Planet of the Apes" 
(2011), there is a texture 
and solidity to Ted not seen 
before. 

Wahlberg, continuing his 
rise as'a comic. actor, some- 
how sells that, the bear is 
really there, and even more 
amazingly, manages to not 
seem foolish while address- 
ing his little friend. The 
supporting cast also fares 
well, including Joel McHale 
("Community," "The Soup") 
as Lori's lecherous boss and 
a delightfully creepy 
Giovanni Ribisi as a man 
whose childhood infatuation 
with Ted has grown into a 
dangerous obsession. 

The best joke is that 
everyone in the world is 
aware of Ted's existence, 
but because he's old news, 
they don't care anymore. 
He's just another washed- 
up celebrity. 

He's crude, cynical, and 
he encourages John to skip 
out on his desk job at a 
rental car company to get 
high with him on the couch. 
It's understandable that 
Lori would want a little 
space. 

But, ultimately, he has a 
good heart, and nearly 


everything that comes out 
of his fuzzy little mouth is 
pure comedic gold.

The 
unit that faced off against the 
British troops on April 19, 1775 
was known as the Lexington 
Training Band.

“The Town of Reading has 
hired Mass Audubon to assist 
with developing a Natural 
Resource Inventory and 
Management Plan for the 
Reading Town Forest and 
abutting Conservation and 
Water Department Lands. The 
Plan will assess existing natu- 
ral resources and use, develop 
a vision and provide recom- 
mendations for long and short 
term planning objectives for 


the 323 acres of Town land,

“Two years ago the Town 
secured grant funds to hire a 
Forester who completed a 
Forestry Management Plan 
focusing primarily on tree 
species, composition and agé 
and providing recommenda- 
tions to enhance the vigor, 
productivity and aesthetics of 
the property. The next step is 
to complete a comprehensive 
Natural Resource Inventory 
and Management Plan to pro- 
vide a vision for the Town 
Forest and abutting areas 
through the assessment of 
natural resources and use to 
complement the forest man- 
agement plan.

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During her tenure, IRWA 
has grown from a small, vol- 
unteer-run organization to an 
award-winning organization 
with a strong professional 
staff, a permanent riverfront 
headquarters, and a record of 
improved protection of the 
Ipswich River. 

IRWA brought public atten- 
tion to the severe damage that 
the Ipswich River experiences 
due to over-allocation of its 
water; this led a national river 
protection organization, 
American Rivers, to name it 
the third most endangered 
river in America in 2003. After 
spearheading studies of the 
causes and impacts of the 
river’s low-flow problems, 
TRWA took legal action 
against the state Department 
of Environmental Protection, 
resulting in improved water- 
conservation measures in 
many towns. 

Mackin also helped per- 
suade Reading to stop using 
wells that she said pumpéd 
the Ipswich River dry for 
decades, and IRWA continues 
to help communities through- 
out the region to save water, 
reduce pollution, protect fish 
and wildlife habitats and 
restore rivers, streams, ponds 
and coastal waters to health. 

Mackin received a national 
River Hero Award in 2007 
from River Network for her 
tireless advocacy for 
Massachusetts rivers. The 
US. Environmental 
Protection Agency recognized 
Mackin and IRWA with Merit 
Awards in 1997 and 2011. She 
has also received awards from 
Salem State College, Essex 
County Greenbelt Association 
and the Charles River 
Watershed Association. 
Mackin also co-founded and 
served as first president of the 
Massachusetts Rivers 
Alliance, a nonprofit organiza- 
tion. 

Castonguay takes over as 
another major IRWA project 
is already underway. 
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On June 12, demolition 
began on the deteriorated 
Curtis Pond Dam on Boston 
Brook in Middleton. The 
removal of the: Curtis Pond 
Dam is the first project of this 
kind in the Ipswich River 
watershed and represents a 
significant advance toward 
river and ecosystem restora- 
tion. Even as the project is 
still underway, sea lamprey, 
migratory fish that have been 
excluded from the area for 
approximately 80 years have 
been found upstream of the 
dam site utilizing newly acces- 
sible habitat. 

There are currently over 70 
dams on the Ipswich River 
and its tributary streams. 
Many of these dams no longer 
serve their intended purpose, 
but they continue to block the 
movement of fish and drown 
natural riffles and rapids. 
Removing dams and other 
barriers to fish movement is 
one of the best opportunities 
to restore habitat conditions 
for Ipswich River fish popula- 
tions. 

“Dams cause major prob- 
lems for rivers and river life. 
These structures continue to 
inflict ecological damage even 
long after they have outlived 
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their purpose,” said Brian 
Kelder, Restoration Program 
Manager, Ipswich River 
Watershed Association 
(IRWA). “We hope that this is 
just the first of many projects 
in the watershed to remove 
unnecessary dams and 
improve conditions for our 
native fish.” 

The Curtis Pond Dam in 
Middleton is owned by the 
Town of Danvers. Originally 
built to power a now-defunct 
sawmill, the pond formed by 
the. dam is not part of the 
municipal water supply. The 
dam is in extremely poor con- 
dition and is under a 
Massachusetts Office of Dam 
Safety Order to be removed or 
completely rebuilt.
